W ithin ten m inutes from the tim e tile 
bell sounded alarm th a t brigade of girl 
firemen w a s on hand w ith hose pipe 
and extinguishers, and very quickly 
the flames w ere out. H ail and welcome 
to the B ryn M aw r girls’ fire brigade! 
Let th e other w om en’s colleges go and 
do likewise.
